River’s Break Over Its Banks 
Sends Residents Scurrying 
for Safety—Rising for Sev- 
eral Days. 


PLANTS IN DANGER OF 
BEING WASHED AWAY 


Cottages Flooded and Occu- 
pants Take to Skiffs—De- 
catur, Neb., Is Supposed to 
Be in Great Danger.

OMAHA, Neb., July 8.—For the 
time in 20 years the Missouri River has 
broken over its banks and is flowing 
2 steady stream into Cutoff Lake, 
which was formed from the oid river 
bed when the Missouri changed its 
cOurse many years ago. 

East Omaha is threatened with com- 
plete inundation unless the stream can 
be stopped. Early this morning engi- 
neers from the Illinois Central, Union 
Pacific, Northwestern, Missouri Pacific 
and other railroads having tracks in 
that section went to East Omaha to 
look into the situation and take steps 
to save roadbeds from the flood. 

The river has been steadily rising for 
Several days, but yesterday the waters 
took a sundden jump upward and in 
six hours rose 26 inches. 

However, this rate. did not continue 
and only one inch rise was noted be- 
tween midnight and dawn. 

When the river broke 
cut off lake this

through into 

morning the stream 
steadily widened until a flow 20 fee, 
wide was pouring into the lake from 
the river. So suddenly did the outbreak 
occur that a number of ramilies living 
in the vicinity were in great danger anu 
were compelied te flee without saving 
any household goods. * 

' "The great icehvuses of Hammond 
Packing Co. and Swift & Co. are in 
danger of being washed away or under- 
mined and hundreds of thousands o: 
tons of ice lost.

Just above the American Smelting 
plant six cottages were suddenly flood- 
ed and the occupants removed in skiffs. 
In the same neighborhood other resi- 
dents have piled their household goods 
on the Illinois Central Raiirvoad em- 
bankment for safety. The eastern 
part of the Union Pacific shop yards 
were flooded at midnight. 

Across from Florence, Neb., the river 
is cutting into the iowa bank at a fear- 
ful rate, and great chunks of the bhiffs 
are falling into the river. The revet- 
ment work at Florence failed to stay 
the river, which swept the riprapping 
away and broke into Florence Lake, 
causing the water there to rise nearly 
three feet in a few hours. 

Many families along the bottom sat 
up all night, fearing to retire because 
of the imminent danger. Reports from 
up river show the river still rising, 

_with rain-falling over Eastern Ne- 
braska and swelling the streams 
which flow into the Misouri. 

At Onawa. Io., the Missouri is one 
mite wide. Decatur, Neb.. which has 
had so much trouble in the past few 
years with the river is + ei to be 
in great danger. The telephone line 
to t'at point is down. Some houses at 
Decatur have been moved as many as 
a dozen times because of the en- 
croachment of the river.

AED BLOOD GONE 
SHOT VICTIM DIES 


Man Kept Alive by Salt Solu- 
tion Succumbs When White 
Corpuscles Increase. 


The hospital physicians have com- 
pleted their analysis of the blood of 
Peter Eidam, who died at that insti- 
tution of pneumonia Friday, after hav- 
ing been kept alive by salt-solution in- 
jections since June 23, and find that 
just previous to his death there was a 
remarkable decrease of red blood cor-

2 200.000, the normal average being 
and from 15,000 white cor- 
puscles the amount increased to H,- 
000, the normal being 7600.
